court's decision. Congressional lead- 
ers had taken no definite steps to- 
ward a solution of the revenue prob- 
lem pending the court's decision. 


On all sides today the leaders ex- 


pressed the belief that the decision 
had paved the way for increasing the 
tax rate on great private fortune* to 
aid in paying for national defense. 


Bills to tax income ot more than 


$1,000,000 as high as tifty per cent 
are now before congress. , 


The Democrats naturally are grat- 


ified over the decision. In the opin- 
ion ot administration leaders the de- 
cision 
has 
unfettered 
a 
fruitful 


source of 
revenue and 
rendered 
easier the revenue problem confront- 
ing the government. 


Representative Hull of Tennessee, 


author of the income tax law 
ex- 


presses the belief that congress will 
take advantage of the 
decision to 


amend the law materially.

clares that without any unusual or 
unjust changes it can be made 
to 


yir-ld 
an 
additional 
$100,000,000 


annually. The law now brings into 
the treasury i$S5,000,000 to

Five separate suits to test the con- 


stitutionality of the new income tax 
were brought in the federal courts 
throughout the country soon after 
the law became effective and 
all 


found their way to the supreme court 
of the United States soon after. 


For nearly fifty years the fight for 


and against a federal income tax has 
been somewhere in the courts. 


The income tax imposed 
during 


the civil war and the year immedi- 
ately following were not attacked 
with the seriousness of later 
cases. 


It was not until the Cleveland ad- 
ministration placed an income tax in 
the Wilson tariff act that the fight 
became serious. 


The contest over the validity of the 


tax in 1894 and 1895 before the su- 
preme court was one of the most bit- 
ter ever fought out before that court. 
One of the lawyers, James C. Car- 
ter, warned the court against setting 
up its judgment to thwart the will 
of sixty million people. 
Joseph H. 


Choate, opposing, called upon the 
court to exercise its judicial power 
regardless of any popular or popu- 
list ic propaganda. 


At first the court decided that the

ommended the enactment ot an ex- 
cise tax on corporations to be meas- 
ured by their income and an amend- 
ment to the constitution to permit 
the levying of an income tax 011 all 
income. 
The amendment was sub- 


mitted to the states at once and was 
proclaimed as the sixteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution on March 1, 
1912. 


It provided: 
"The congress shall ha\e power to 


lay and collect taxes on income from 
whatever source demed wnhout ap- 
portionment among the seiera.1 states 
and without regard to an\ census or 
enumeration." 


Congress availed itself of the first 


opportunity to exerci&e the IK w pow- 
er by incorporating into the tariff 
act which become effective October 
'3, 1913, the 
present 
income tax.

ot internal revenue. 


Edwin Thome, in the New York 


federal court, to enjoin the collector, 
largely on the ground that the addi- 
tional or surtax imposed on incomes 
over |20,000 was unconstitutional. 


In each instance the lower court 


held the tax constitutional, and the 
case was brought to 
the 
supreme 


court on appeal. 
The cases wero 


advanced for early hearing and were 
submitted to the court for decision 
on October 15, 1915, twenty years 
after the first great income tax de- 
cisions.

the public 
utilities commission of Ohio to re- 
open the question of whether or not 
the merger of these railroads was 
legal. 


This request was made in connec- 
tion with a protest against approval 
by the commission of the New York 
Central railroad's application, filed 
January 14, for permission to issue 
$11,730,000 bonds for new 
equip- 


mpnt. 
The first fight of these two 
men was made when they objected 
to the commission giving approval 
to an issue of $100,000,000 
deben- 


ture bonds, convertible into common 
stock. 
In passing upon this issue, 


which was approved, the commission 
ruled it was without 
authority 
to 
pass upon the legality of the merger 
of the various railroads. Pollitz and 
Venner then started a suit in the 
Ohio supreme court to test the legali- 
ty question. 
This suit is still pend- 


ing. 
They now ask the commission 


to subpoena, the directors and offi- 
cers of the 
consolidated 
company 


and require the records of the com- 
pany to be brought in by its secre- 
tary. 
They also, demand that the 


merged companies be 
required 
to 


file a list of its bond holdings with 
the commission.

New Madrid, Mo., January 25.— 


Thirty-three defendants in the night 
rider trials here pleaded guilty today, 
thus bringing the trials to a sudden 
end. 


So much 
emphasis is constantly 


placed upon the necessity for special 
care of the baby in summer, when 
the heat is excessive and diarrheal 
diseases at their worst, that the fact 
that winter, too, has its 
special 


dangers for the baby is sometimes 
overlooked. 


But the combination of heat and 


diarrhea is hardly more serious for 
the baby in the months of July and 
August, than are cold and respira- 
tory diseases in winter. 


It is plain then, that the winter 


care of the 
baby deserves special 


attention from everyone interested 
in his health and well-being. 


It has been 
demonstrated 
quite 


conclusively that a large part of the 
deaths from summer diarrhea are 
needless, because this disease may 
be cured in many cases, and prevent- 
ed entirely in 
many more by the 


proper care and feeding of the baby 
during the 
heated 
months. 
The 


same doctrine is now being applied 
to the group of what are commonly 
called 
"winter 
diseases" of babies 


and children, namely, 
bronchitis, 


pneumonia, "colds" and the like, 
which are, like diarrhea, to a large 
extent, preventable by the intelligent 
care of the baby, and by surrounding 
him with proper living conditions. 


These proper 
living 
conditions 


consist both in winter and summer 
of 
suitable 
food, 
in 
the 
right 


amounts, at the right times, cleanli- 
ness, 
sufficient 
sleep, 
plenty of 


fresh, clean air to breathe, and pro- 
tection from exposure to infectious 
diseases. 
It is chiefly the lack of 


these two latter requirements 
that 


causes the 
winter 
illness 
among 
babies. 


It is not the cold of winter which 


makes people 
sick, ordinarily, but 


rather the stale over-heated air in- 
side our houses and public buildings, 
which we breathe and 
re-breathe, 


thus passing diseased germs about 
from one to another. 
Babies are 


particularly liable to be infected in 
this way, because they spend a large 
part of their time indoors, and be- 
cause mothers are apt to feel that to 
keep the baby warm the rooms must 
be kept shut tight 


A mother should use every means 


in her power to protect her baby 
from "taking cold," as it is common- 
ly described. "Colds" are due to a 
germ and are very contagious, being 
easily passed, from one person to an- 
other in coughing or 
sneezing. A 


nursing mother with a cold should 
tie a thin 
cloth 
or veil over her 


mouth and nose while nursing the 
baby, and should be careful never 
to cough or sneeze in its face, nor 
kiss it on the mouth. She should be 
particularly careful not to use her 
own handkerchief for the baby, nor 
sleep with him, while the disease 
lasts. 
Many babies contract these 


colds by being taken up and kissed 


is a raw, damp wind blowing or rain, 
or snow falling, the baby should be 
given his daily airing in a room with 
the windows open, or on a protected 
porch, dressing him warmly in out- 
of door clothing. He should be tak- 
en out during the middle of the day, 
for a little while, never long enough 
to run the risk of chilling him. This 
applies especially to young and deli- 
cate babies 
As a child gets old 


enough to walk about and thus exer- 
cise himself, he can be allowed to 
play for some time in an open room 
or where he is sheltered from the 
wind. 


But an airing every day does not 


take the place of fresh air in the 
house, day and night, and to secure 
sufficient ventilation for health the 
mother must be on the watch to see 
that the rooms are open and the air 
cht.nc-d at frequent intervals.

union, died at his 


home here today of apoplexy. He 
v,as active for years in the organi- 
zation of which he served as head 
and was well known throughout the 
country in labor circles.

cott was born in Toronto, Canada, 
in 1862. 


Washington, 
Jan. 25.—Secretary 


Lansing had before him today an- 
other written 
proposal from Ger- 


many designed to bring about a set- 
tlemsnt of the controversy over the 
sinking of the liner Lusitania. 
It 


was submitted through Ambassador 
von 
Bernstorff. 
Although strict 


secrecy surrounded the negotiations, 
it was indicated today that the pro- 
posal might result in a satisfactory 
ending to the long-standing negotia- 
tions on the subject." 


It is 
understood 
that 
in 
the 


latest proposal Germany has agreed 
to eliminate from the text of 
the 


agreement-any mention of the warn- 
ing issued by the German embassy 
the day the Lusitania sailed and has 
left out her proposed general reser- 
vation of admission of wrong doing 
on the part of her submarine com- 
mander. These two points, it is un- 
derstood were contained in previous 
proposals and were strenuously ob- 
jected to by President Wilson. 


It was also said that in its latest 


proposal 
the 
Berlin 
government 


makes some reference to a desire to 
see this country, take action in re- 
gard to questions involving the free- 
dom of the seas. 


Germany, it 
is said, 
reiterates 


that the torpedoing of the Lusitania 
was an act of reprisal for the British 
blockade of 
the 
German 
coast. 


Rfs?ret is expressed for the loss of 
American lives and indemnity is of- 
fered. 
Attention is called

negotiations with the United States.

CITY OF NANCY 


IS BOMBARDED 


BY HEAVY GUNS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEORAMl 


Paris, Jan. i(4.—(9:10 p. m.) — 


The city of Nancy was again bom- 
barded this morning by long range 
German guns and this afternoon a 
number of 
bombs 
were 
dropped 


from German aeroplanes. The dam- 
ages from tha bombardment were in- 
considerable and only two 
persons 


were wounded, while the aeroplane 
attack is reported to 
have 
been 


without result. 


It was learned from Paris on Jan- 


uary 8, that during a bombardment 
six persons had been killed and ten 
wounded in Nancy as the result of a 
bombardment of the city by German 
15-inch 
guns. 
Alarming rumors 


have been 
circulated as to havoc 


caused by the bombardment and con- 
sequent panio among the 
inhabi- 


tants, the prefect of the department 
in which Nancy is situated issued a 
circular discrediting the rumors. On 
the day mentioned, President Poin- 
care went to Nancy and passed the 
entire day there. As a precaution- 
ary measure the art works in the 
galleries of the city were removed to 
Troies. 
Safe conducts were issued 


to 30,000 persons to leave the city 
on the occasion of the three 
days' 


bombardment.
